The Introduction. 


gE Dr. 8. had been pleafed to confult me by Word or Letter, 
| before he had fo falfly accufed me, of telling a falfe Story 
a. (which, if I may not fay, might have been expected in Juftice, 

or at leaft in common Civility, yet I will fay) he had not only 
been kinder to me, in faving me this unexpected, and unwelcom 
labours, buc jufter to himfelf, in not anfwering a matter before he 
heard it, and by preventing the appearance of making more hafte 
than good fpeed, by a teeming impatience, to be delivered of a 
_ falfe Conception. 

And tho’ by his Reproachful Charge, he hath given me fufficient 
provocation, and by his hafty writing without due information, no 
lefS advantage, to reply in fuch a ftyle as he hath chofen to begin 
in; yet in this Vindication, to which he hath conftrained me by 
unavoidable neceffity (unlefs he expects that asa Felo de fe, I fhould 
by filence, give confent to his unjuft Calumnies) I fhall keep. that 
modeft temper which becomes one, who defigns no Perfonal Quar- 
rel, nor writes for Viétory, but Truth, the fearch and difcovery 
of which, needs no Tricks, no little Arts, or big Words, butis beft 
attained by fedate proceeding, and plain and open dealing. 

And to evidence my Refolution, to keep ftrictly to this Method, 
I fhall fubjoyn thefe particulars by way of Introduction. 

Firft, That I will not meddle with any thing but what concerns 
my own juft Vindication, my inclination not allowing me to do 
more; for I fhould greatly rejoyce to find the Title of the Doctors 
Book made good, as near as is poffible, worthy of that Excellent 
King of happy memory ; whofe Honour, I believe, is better fecured 
by the Reputation of his collar as: Wifdom, Celebrated Vir- 
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tues, Exemplary Patience, and Chriftian Magnanimity in his Suffer- 
ings, than by fuch Defenders ;. and either needs none, or deferves 
one more confiderate and better inform’d, who might avoid fuch 
miftakes, as I meet with, in that pare of the Poftfcript wherein lam 
attacqued; for one remarkable flaw mars tlie beauty of a whole 
Piece ; and palpable Errours caufe all the Truths with which they 
are mixt, to be doubted of,and call’d in queftion.; and Defences fo 
managed, overthrow their own defign and end, and ufually,do more 

harm than good, 
Secondly, I folemnly appeal to the Searcher of Hearts, Avenger 
of Falfhood, and Revealer of Secrets, that I will write nothing, of 
the Truth of which Iam not throughly perfuaded, and that by as. 
full Evidence, as I judge fuch a matter of fact needs, and at fuch a. 
diftance of time, -is capable of. 

Thirdly, I will with undifguifed opennefs, produce the means by 
which I’ know what I profefs the knowledge of, and the Reafons 
upon which I believe what! profefs the beliefiof, and the probable 
Arguments upon which my Opinion is grounded, as to thofe parti- 
culars concerning which I pretend no more than thinking them to 

be as I declare them. 

«And having with Honefty and Candour laid down fauch means of 
my knowledge, fuch Reafons of my belief, fuch probable Argu- 
ments for what I think ;~ I fhall willingly fabmit them to the Judg- 
ment of every indifferent Reader: And if they be not cogent and 
convincing to bring him to be of my mind, let him retain his for- 
mer Sentiments; but withal I beg his leave that without his cen- 
fare or difpleafure, I may retain mine, till Means of Knowledge, 
Reafons of Belief, Arguments for thinking otherwife be produced, 
which in an even ballance may out-weigh mine. 

And when I meet with fuch, I promife to yield wickout contu- 
macy, or exacting Miracles for my convidtion ; for tho’ I cannot al- 
low every random Story, and ill grounded Conjectures, for good 
Evidence, nor dare follow an Zguss fatuus, or efteem a Wil-in-the- 
Wi/p to be a fafe Guide, yet will I not rebel againft the Lighr, 
when as clear as the Sun at-noon day, to which, tho’ Dr. A. hath 
been pleafed to compare his Arguments, I doubt not, when I come 
to examine them, to make it appear, it had been an extravagant 
Hyperbole, to have likened them to the fainteft Moon-fhine.

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*e"H E Queftion in debate being concerning the Author of that 

i famous Book, intituled Bixey Baoxm, or the Pourtraiture of 
His Sacred Majefty in his Solitudes and Sufferings, whether it were 
written by that Royal Martyr, or fome other hand? And an Opi- 
mion being raifed, that Dr. Gauden wrote it, (which {pread and pre- 
vailed much upon a A4Zemorandum of the E. of Anglefey’s coming to 
light, which-his Lordfhip had writin a blank Leaf before the faid 
Books) and, (by reafon of the Relation I am known to have had to 
him) I having been often asked what I knew,or thought of that Re- 
port, having declared the fubftance of what lam now forced to pub- 
lifth more fully. And this being the {uppofed Crime for which 
Dr. #7. hath handled me fo roughly, as*to accufe me, to have affilt- 
ed an Obje@ion, again{t the King’s being the Compofer cf it,to the 
utmoft of my power with a falfe Story: In order to wipe off fo rath, 
not to fay fo rude an Accufation, I fhall with all poffible clearnedfs: 
proceed by thefe five Sreps. : | 

Firft, I will declare what I know of this Book, and by what 
means, and. what I believe of ic, and for what Reafons. 

Secondly, I will produce fuch probable Arguments, as confirm 
my felf, and may fatisfie others, that I am not miftaken nor decei- 
ved, nor would deceive others. : 

Thirdly, I will diftin@ly confider, and fully anfwer, all thac. 
Dr. #. hath produced'to thecontrary. _ | 

Fourthly, f will endeavour to give fatisfactory Anfwers to the 
ObjeGions I meet with from an abler Pen. 

Laftly, I wili declare why I have acknowledged fuch my know- 
Jedge and belief, when requefted, and fet down my Reafons, _ for fo 
doing; 1. Negative. 2. Pofitive. — : 

And by thefe Steps, I hope, I fhall free my Reputation from that 
odious Reproach, of being guilty of affifting an ObjeGion by a falfe 
Story ; at leaft I thall free my felf, from confirming by my filence, 
what I judge to be an Errour. | 


SECT. IL’ 


Know, and believe, the Book, whofe Author is enquired after; . 
. was written by Dr.Gauden, (except two Chapters writ by Bifhop 
Dutpa) {o far as the fubjoyned means may produce fuch knowledge, 
and the Reafons may induce {uch belief: Firft,’.

Firlt, Dr. Gauden, Some time before the whole was finifhed, was 
pleafed to acquaint me with his defign, and fhewed me the Heads 
of divers Chapters, and fome of the Difcourfes, ‘written of them ; 
-and after fome time fpent in perufal, he vouchfaft to ask my Opi- 
nion concerning it; and after fome confideration, according to the 
: freedom he gave me to {peak my thoughts; [ told him, I fuppofed 
it would be much for the King’s Reputation, Honour and Safety : 
But Texprefly added, I ftuck at the lawfulne& of it, and modeftly 
askt him, how he fatisfied himfelf {0 to impofe upon the World? 
To which he fo readily replied, thac I concluded he had thought 
onit befores look on the Title, ’tis the Pourtraicture, @c. and no 
mart draivs his own Pi@ure which {atished himfelf ; and tho’ we 
might argue it a little, did at prefent filence me, my heart being fo 
inclinable to what was the {cope of the whole. And l perfealy 
remember, that in the fecond Chapter, which is of the Death of 
the Earl of Strafford, there being thefe words, which now in the 
Printed Book of the fir(t Edition. are page 8.1.18, 19, 20. ° He only 
hath been leaft vext by them, who counselled me, not to confent Aagainft 
the Vote of my own Conference. He told me whom he meant by 
that paflage, viz. the then Bithop of London, Dr. Fusxton, which, 
tho’. moft Readers underftand now, after it hath been {o long fpo- 
ken of, yet many then did not, of which number I was, my Age 
rendring me lefs acquainted withthe Characters of Great Men. 

Secondly fome good time after what had pafled, as isrelated in 
the preceding Paragraph, we being both in Loxdox,and having dined 
together, Dr. Gandex, in the afternocn, defired me to walk with 
him to a Friend, when we were gone part of the way; He told 
me he was going tothe Bifhop of Salisbury, Dr. Duppa, (whom he 
had acquainted with his defign) to fetch what he had left with his 
Lordfhip to be perufed: Or to thew him what he had further 
written ; and as we drew near his houfe he defired me that after 
a little general converfation I would withdraw and leave them two 
alone, which accordingly I did; and when they had been fome 
confiderable time together, He came forth, and we return’d: As 
foon as we werein the fireet, he gave me this accountof their 
conference. 

‘My Lord of Salisbury told me, there were two Subjects more, 
Fe witht I had thought on, and propounded them to me, viz. The 
“Ordinance againft the Common-prayer book: And the denying 
"his Majefty the attendance of his Chaplains. (Which are now 
‘the 16th, and 24th Chapters in the Printed book,) and defired me 
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“to write two Chapters upon them, which I promifed I would. 
“Bat before we parted he recall’d that requeft, and Gid, I pray 
90 you on, to finifh what remains, and leave thefe two to me. 
I will prepare two Chapters upon them, which accordingly he did, 
as Dr. Gadden own'd to me, and others whom he had made privy 
to the whole, and never pretended to have written thefe, as he did 
to have done all the reft. : 

Thirdly, Dr. Gaaden fome time after the King was murdered, 
upon: my asking him, whether He, (the King) had ever feen the’ 
Book, gave me this anfwer; * I know it certainly no more than you, 
but I us'd my beft indeavours that he might, for I delivereda copy 
* of it tothe Marquefs of Aartford, when he went to ‘the Treaty at 
+ the Ifle of Wight, and intreated-his Lordfhip,if he could obtain any 
“ private opportunity, he would. deliver ic to His. Majefty, and 
‘humbly defire to know his Majefties pleafure concerning it. But 
the violence which threatned the King haftning fo faft, He ventu- 
red to print it, and never knew what was the Iffue of fending ic. 
For when the thing was done, he judged it not prudent to make 
farther noife about it, by enquiry. 

Fourthly, Fonce asking him (for we feldom were in private, bue 
fomewhat was difcourft of this Book. even to the laft time I faw. - 
him,after he was Lord Bifhop of Worce/ter Ele&t) whether that King 
Charles the Second knew that he wrote it. He gave me this An- 
{wer, ‘ I cannot pofitively and certainly fay’ he doth, becaufe he 
© wasnever pleafed to’ take exprefs notice of it tome. ButI take 
‘it for granted he doth, for! am fure the Duke of York doth, 

‘ for he hath {poken of it to me; and own’'d it as a feafonable and 
‘acceptable’ fervice, and he knowing it, I queftion not but the 
King alfo doth. | 

Fifthly,, Mr. Gauden his Wife, Mr. Gifford, (who tranfcribd a 
Copy: of it, if I be not much miftaken, and which Copy I think 
was that fentto.the Ifle of Wight , tho’ in this] ar net fo pofitive) 
and my felf believ’d it as much as we could believe any thing, and 
when we {pake of it in his prefence, or in his ab{ence, did it with- 
out the leaft doubt of his having writit; being as much affur’d of 
it, as twas poffible we could be of any matter of fact, and ’tis 
unaccountably ftrange,. that all we who had the beft reafon, and 
faireft opportunities toknow the truth, fhould all be deceived or 
impos'd upon, which we were to the higheftdegree imaginable, 
if Dr. Gauden wrote it not. - 

Sixthly Dr. Gander delivered tome with his own hand what 4 
alt 
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Jatt fent up (after part was Printed, or atleaftin Mr. Roy/fons hand 
to be Printed,) and after he had fhew’d it me, and feal’d it up, gave 
me ftri@ Caution, with what warinefs to carry and deliver it; and 
according to his Direction, I delivered it, Saturday Decem. 23. 48. 
in the Evening to one Peacock, ( Brother to Dr. Gaudens Steward, 
ot. Bayliff, fometime before deceafed) who was inftructed by 
what hands He fhould tranfmit it to Mr. Roy/fom, and in the fame 
Method a few days after the Impreffion was finifhed, I received fix 
- Books, by the hand of Peacock, as an acknowledgment of that lit- 
tle I had contribuced to that Service, one of which I have ftill by 
me.

Containing fuch probable Arguments as confirm my felf, and may help 
to convince others, that I am not deceived, nor would deceive them, 
by a falfe Story, in what I have declared in this matter. 


‘Firft, pD* Gauden in the beginning of the long -Parliament, 

which carried on the War againft the King, preach’c 
before them, on Zech..8.19, laft words, Love the Truth and Peace, 
which Sermon was Printed, and the Houfe.of Commons prefented 
him witha large Silver Tankard with this Infcription. Donum Ho- 
norarium Populi Anglicani.in Parliamento Congregatt, Johanni Gauden, 
ee. which conftantly went about his Houfe... And He had been 
inclinable to the Parliaments Interest, till He found they went be- 
yond their firft Pretenfions, and the expectations of -Himfelf, and 
other good Men. But when He difcover’d that, He endeavour'd 
to redeem his Errour, 77 «rele zis a/%oauis by bending to the con- 
trary extream. | | 

And Lam perfwaded it was this, which put him upon the defign- 
ing anid finifhing of this Book. | : 

Secondly, The fecond probable Argument, may be drawn. from 
the 14th Chapter, which is upon the Covenant. And I beg par- 
don for relating this matter more minutely, than may feem necef- 
{ary , that it may appear how, and by whom sas furnifhed with 
it, to render it more cogent. 

After the Book was publi fhed, being in Difcourfe with my wor- 
thy Tutor, Dr. ¥. Barwick, who died Dean of St. Pauls. I be- 
ing privy co the Truth of this affair; out of curiofity ask’d him, 
what He thought of this Booke He, fo well knowing my. Educa- 

tion 
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tion and Principles, wondered to hear me ask fuch a Queftion. ¥ 
beg’d his Pardon, and told him, the rhing being doubtfully fpoken 
of, [ made bold with him to ask his Judgment. Well then, faid He, 
I will prove it to you. And thusattempred it, it was writ by him- 
. felf, or by fome other man, but it could be writ by no other, chere- 
fore by himfeif. I defired him to prove his fecond Propofition, which 
He did thus: If by another, it muft be an enemy, or a Friend; buc 
neither Enemy nor Friend could do it; therefore it muft be himfelf. 

I once more defired him, to prove his fecond Propofition, which 
‘he agtempted thus; not by an Enemy, for no Knemy of the King 
would reprefent him fo mach to his Advantage ; not by a Friend, 
for no Friend of the Kings would write,as He doth,of the Covenant. 

_ Now, how eafily could I have reply’d ; cho’ at prefene I acqui- 
efced, that Dr. Gauden, though now a moft hearty Friend to the 
King, had himfelf taken the Covenant, which. we may rationally 
conclude, had induced him to write more favourably of it, chan 
any of the Kings Party or Friends, or the King himfelf would ever 
have done. : 

3. Mhird probable Argument may bedrawn from Chap. 16. and 
24, which as I fhew’d before (Ref. 2d.) Dr. Gaaden told me, were 
written by Bifhop Duppz; for the Ordinance again{t the Common- 
Prayer, and denying His Majefty the Attendance of His Chaplains, 
were Subje@s, which Dr. Gauden was lefs concerned to think on; 
fortis well known, He had forborn the ufe of the Common- Pray- 
er, ( tho ’twas continued longer in his Church than in any therea- 
bouts) and had never been the Kings Chaplain, but Bifhop Dap- 
pa having been the Princes Tutor, a long time Chaplain, and a Bi- 
fhop, was as mindful of thefe particulars, and as much concern’d to 
be fo, and with as great reafon as any man living could be, and 
therefore firft defired Dr. Gander to write on thefe Subje@s but af- 
ter recall'd that Motion, and undertook todo it himfelf, which he 
- alfo performed, as I fhew’d before; and his free declaring, that he 
had neither thought of thefe Subjects, nor wrote of them, which 
it was fo unlikely he fhould, renders it very probable he {pake 
Truth, in declaring that he wrote the reft. 

4. I meet with expreffions in the Devotional part, very fre- 
quently usd by Dr. Gasden in his Prayers; (for he ufed con- 
ceived Prayer both in his Family, and in Publick, ) which I never 
heard from any other Man, and ‘tis very eafie to obferve, that mo 
Men, even in ordinary Converfation, and more efpecially in their 
Prayers, tho’ they vary in-their method, haye peculiar Phrafes, and 
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Modes of expreffing themfelves ; and, where we find fuch occur, 
tis a probable evidence, they proceed from him, to whom ‘they 
were peculiar. 

5. Tamas fare, as I can be of any thing, chat Dr. Gauden made. 
the Extract out of this Book call’d, I think, 4pophrhegmata Corolini. - 
ana. Yam forry Ihave not one by me, to givea fuller account of : 
it. But the thing is moft notorious, that there was fuch a Book 
came out, in a very fhort time after, Printed by. Mr. Dugard. 
Now why fhould Dr. Gauden concern himfelf fo much more than 
any other of the Kings Friends, and difpatch it with fuch expediti- 
on, had he had’no more concern in it than other mens and had not 
been inabled to finifh it fo {peedily, and could with fuch readinefs 
take it in pieces, and digeft ic into wife and weighty Sentences, 
who had pur it rogether, and whofe thoughts had dweltfo long; 
and much upon it? I cannot forbear to judge, that to thofe who 
will confider it impartially, ic carries the faireft and higheft proba- 
bility to confirm, what ts before declared, the reafonable belief 
of his being the Compofer of ic; how much more; when al! the 
five are joyn’d together? ,

He could {carce have exprest: himfelf more improperly, tf he had fuadied 
todoit. We may guefs at his meaning,by what follows; but who ever made 
this Divine and Holy Book.an Objettion againft him, but rather accounted 
it his great honour, and from-a Man, who writes for Crowned Heads to 
read,more accuracy and caution might be expetted; and this fumble at the 
threefholdyis no aufpicious or lucky Omen,but rather an earnest and taft, of 
what we are to look for in the Sequel, but thefe are {o {mall faults in compas 
rifon of what follows,they are not worth taking notice of let thent have their 
pardon of courfe. I fhall wink at fuch for the future,that I may not feem to 
trifle, but keep to what is material, infift on things, and not on words. 

But I proceed in my reply. Who they be, U-cannot imagine,the grear- 
nefs of whofe induftry cannot be imagined.to perfwade.the World’tis 
a forgery.But ene let them fhift for themfelves.But if they have half 
fo much to fay for themfelves, as. the Efex Dr. hath produced in the 
firft Section, to prove that Dr.Gauden wrote it, I {ee not bucthey may 
ftand tryal with a better oppofer,tho’ ’tis hard to meet with a bolder 
accufer, whofe Affirmations are fo ftrong, and whofe Confirmations 
are fo weak,for my affifting it witha falfe {tery is foon faid,but not fo 
{oon proved,you now have the ftory of my own telling,convince me 
of falfhood if you can,do your beft or your worft,provided you write 
in fincerity, producing nothing but what you have as good means to 

ye aflured of as I produce for what I know,and as good Reafons for 
your belief,as I produce for mine.For Huffing,and Heétoriag will weigh 
little with wife Men,and good Nature,and good Afanners may be overcome 
with too much ill-ufage, to caufe you to be anfwered as you would no" tf yor 
accufe as you {hould not. | 

But why did younot tell the ftory before you refute it, thar ic 
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might be knows; whetherit were truly that Efex Doctors ftory;. 
(which you rafhly call falfe)or a dream of your own Imagination?’ You 

now have the ftory of his own telling, and yow may try your skill ae. 
refuting it, when you pleafe, and if you performthac undertaking no 

better than youdo the promife, of ferting che whole matter in its trie 

-and proper light, I have not fo much caufe to fear your Confuration, 

as you have to fear the wo denounced againft thofe who put darlk- 

ne(fs for light,and light for darkneS.

* afpirations ; and He thae could counterfeie fuch things, and make

‘ peals fuppofe:Mult be rather next co an Atheift,chan a good -Chri- 
* ftian,and if the Efex Dr. had any value for the memory of his de- 
* ceafed Friend, he would certainly have forborn telling it in all pla- 
‘ces, with a more than ufual confidence,as he hack. done,and that for 
* this one Reafoa. :

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and to write and {peak'as is fuitable to,and ufual for men in fach cir-~ 
cumftances,and frequently when their fancies are warmed,the Copy - 
out-does the Origina! ; and he feems never to have reada Romance; 
the Poets, Scenical or others, or the Greek and Roman Hiftories, 
who cannot give Inftances of all che Paflions raifed, and expreffions - 
fuitable put into the mouth of chem, for whofe ufe they were de- 
figned, and uttered with a warmer Pathos, than they would. have 
been by the perfons rhemfelves, perforated by them. 

Burt the proof of this is above all exception in Books of devotion 
(and which comes nearer our cafe) in which we find the greareft 
variety of Profopopeias, in Meditations, Soliloquies, Prayers, Eja- 
culations, Praifes, Afpirations, and other Addrefles to God, com- 
pofed by the Authors of them, who cannot’ be fuppofed to be in all 
the conditions themfelves, but to fic them for thofe, who may be 
in«a condition, in which.it will be proper for them to ufe them: 
And the reafon is obvious, and eafily accounted for. For tho’ I deny 
not that our affeCtions are kindled by our prefent circumf{tances, 


‘and furprizing mercies or calamities: are Springs of fuch joy or 


forrow, as fharpen and fet an Edge upon our Expreffions,.and in- 
ftill an Air, an Energy, and fuitable Eloquence into them, which 
the fame perfon could not reach at another time , yet tis alfo true 
that they. being fudden and unftudied, .a kind of Raptures without: 
deliberation, and Jefs Artificial, have a vifible inequality in their 
Contexture, and rife or fall according to the differing preflures, or 
inlargements, under which men are: St. Bernard’s Rara hora, Brevis 
mora, looks this way.. And an obfervation I have heard, feems 
nor defpicable, viz. that he who prays always alike, may be fuppo- 


fed to pray rather by Art, chan by his Heart; the Habits of Are 


* 


being much more {teddy and permanent than the remper and difpo- 
fition-of mens Hearts, which are very mutable and different, ac- 
cording to the circumftances from which they rife. 

But when a man defigns to perfonate another, he puts himfelf in 
fuch an ones place; and writes and fpeaks; what he efteems moft 
fit and: fuitable to a perfon in fuch a-condition, and adzpts. his 
words and expreflions, with fecond and third thoughts,takes a greac 
dea! of pains, ufes a ftudious indufiry to fic every thought to fuch a 
condition, every affection to fuch’a thought, and every expreffion to 
be a lively Jcon of fuch a paffion or affection; fo that whatever 
you will give yourfelf leave to believe, ic feems not a whit ftrange 
ro other men it fhould be fo, as you cannot believe; nor in the leait 
diffonant'to right reafon and experience, of which Inftances might 
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be given without number. I beg pardon ‘for. this Digreffion «into» 
g , 


which the Dr. led me, by an ill-grounded {peculation, which makes 
litle to his purpofe, and I chink hath done him litcle fervice; yea, 
will rather caufe confiderate Readers to fuffe& his want of better 
Arguments, elfe be would not have had recourfe to fuch thin and Airy 
Speculastons, which prove nothing but the weakee/s of their Fudsments, 
who pur any ftrefs upon them, add would by them iimpofe upon other men. 
Yea, give me liberty to add, if the Drs. Argument hath any weight, 
it feenis to be in the wrong Scale, and makes that end of the Bal- 
lance to preponderate, which. he endeavours to: make appear the 
lightet; for the evennefs of the thought and expreffion, the equali- 
ty of the fyle and affection, and the fame Thread rusning quite. 
through from firft to laft, rather argues it an Artificial Compofure 
ofone who had vacancy for fedate, and deliberate thinking, than of 
him, for whole Jeez and Pourtraiture it was defigned, who was en- 
compafled with fo diftracting an hurry of miferies, as muft often 
change the temper of his mind. But to compenfate for the weak- 
nefs of the former part of this Paragraph, it hath a fting in its Tail, 
concluding, ‘that if Dr. Gauden wrote it, .he is next to an Atheift, 
* and that for that Reafon the Efex Dr. if he had any value for his 
‘ memory, would have. forborn telling it.in all places with more 
* than ufual confidence, as he hath done, that is, left he reprefent 


© him-as an Acheift. 


Effex Drs. Reply; to which I fay in general; My Story repre-

Gave rife to the lare E. of Anglefeys Aze- 
morandum, I good earnelt, Sir, were you awake: when you dream’d 
all this 2) Was the King (Cb. the IT.) who was known to be a man of 
extraordinary fagacity and quicknefs, in-difcerning mens temper 
and words,fo eafily impofed upon;and cheated by a fallacy,to believe 
what it was his [ntereft, more than any mans, not to believe 
but upon moft cogent evidence and convincing reafons? and to tell 
it fo freely, and with aflurance to the E. of Avglefey, as his Atemo- 
randum declares with all due circumftances 5 fo that his A¢emorandum 
may fleep ina wholé skin, for all thefe dreams ; but of that more in 
due place hereafter. Having paft thefe fhort remarks upon the parti-

‘Vouchfafed.to embrace me in his Arms, with thefe expreffions. 
My Lord, lihank you, and it may not be long, ere I have opportunity to fhew 
you how kindly I take zt. And in the meantime, you fhall have Worce- 
fter,and to make it to you as good as Ican, allthe Dignities of that Church 
(I know not how it comes topafs) being in my difpofal, I give you the dif- 
pofing of them all, during your tune, that you may prefer your Friends, and 

have them near about you. ! 
And now Jappeal tothe Judgment of every confiderate reader, 
whether this fiory, which I had for the fubftance, and to the beft 
of my. memory,in the very words,from Bifhop Gaxdens own mouth, 
-when.the thing was frefh and recent, carry the faireft and moft like- 
ly charaGters of truth, or the Algate Dr's ftory: For mhich he brings 
no proof, but his own meer fay fo, as indeed it is tmpoffible he fhould, for, 
this muft be a true ftory,or elfe a dream and vifion of my own Imagination s 
the latter of which, it is both Naturally, and Morally, next to impoffible it 
fhould be. Firft, Naturally, for 1 never pretended to fo pregnant an Inven- 
tion as to-devife.a ftory fo felf confiftent,in all its parts, for falfhoods will not 
jamm or hang coberently together, be they told with never fo good a Grace, 
and Magifterially cramd down Mens belief with huffing menaces, 
and hettoring Rhetorick : To fright men to {wallow them, at thetr peril: 
For fear of being counted contumacious. Witnefs the flaws andincoheren- 
ces, of alithe Algate Dr's. Narratives, of this matter, catcht. up from 
uncertain, Rumours, and pieced out. with. groundle/s phanctes of his own ad- 
dition inconfiderately, — Ge aia aaa: Secondly, 
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Secondly, orally impoffible, for Nemo gratis nequam. Vo man mill 
lie without advantage, much lefs to create prejudice to himfelf. And 
Lam fure there is not fo much asthe appearance of a temptation 
to induce Dr. Gaxzden to tell ic me, (as I folemnly aver he did) if 
ichad not been the truth, nor to me to feign it in cool blood, and 
deliberately to appeal to the God of Truth and Righteoufnefs, as a 
Witnefs and Avenger, which I neither would or durft do to gain 
the World. | 

This might abundantly fuffice to anfwer the Algate Dr's. Shans 
Story, concerning the Bithoprick of Worce/fer in the fecond Para- 
graph of his ?.-/c. yet, tho’ Ibe well aware that over-doing ts for 
the moft part undoing and adding probabilities after clear and 
full evidence doth more harm than good, and, like fetting fhores 
and props to a ftrong houfe, creates fufpition, that "tis tottering or 
like to fall without chem, yet I will for oncerun that risk and hazard, 
and add thefethree Argaments, to confirm what is before ‘affirmed. 

1..’Tis highly probable that Dr. Gauden had the promife of 
Winchefter (obtained by his moft entire Friend Bifhop Duppa, who 
befides the Power he had with the King, having been his Tutor, 
could unriddle to him (as queftionlefs he did) the whole Affair 
of Eley Bagi, to which he had been not only privy, but a party, 
and plead that to obtain the favour of that promife for him) be- 
caufe divers of his intimate Friends had knowledge of his expeCta- 
tion, to fucceed in that See; and why thould he abufe his Sef 
Friends with a groundlefs Flam ? 

2, Becaufe the King mas fo uneafie, and deferr'd fome days to give 
ic Dr. Morly, notwithitanding all the Intereft made for him,and His 
Majefties own inclination to him, as having been beyond Sea with 
him in his Banifhment; why not give it prefently as foon as vacant, 
but after (ome days demur, and uneafinefs, till his promife was re- 
leafed by him to whom’twas made? e 

2. (1 will venture to reveal a fecret at this diftance, which was 
then induftrioufly concea!’d, to prevent being made matter of {port 
upon the difappointment.) The Great Houfe buile by Sir Dennis 
Gauden, the Bilhop’s Brother, upon Clapham Heath, in which Sir 
Dennis after lived. and. 1 think, now Ar. Ewers , was built, Cas I 
was aflured by one who knew it well) to be the Manfion-houfe of 
the Bifhoprick of Wincheffer, being in that Diocefs ; for ‘tis well 
known that Wincheffer-houfe beyond the Bridge had been: pulled 
down, -and.turn’d into Rent and Tenements, and -another_was:to

purchafed by Bithop Aforley, and made part of the Bifhoprick of 
Winchefter, tho’ before in the Bifhoprick of London 3 thefe Dioceftes 
being parted by the Thames.

I am at length arrived at the third and laft Paragraph of the 4/- 
gate Drs.

more open Teftimony againft it, or fuftaining greater lofs for fo - 
doing: butI need not vindicate my felf, in a cafe wherein I never 
heard my felf accufed or fufpected. 

But pofitively. The Reafon why I have done what I own, was, 
becaufe, As we muft not {peak wickedly for God, nor talk deceitfully for 
him, Job 13. 7. neithet may we do fo for any Man, even not for chofe. 
who are called Gods. Tis a well known, and as well approved a 
Saying of St. Avguftins An officious Lie ought not to be told to 
fave the whole World. And I cannot deny, but there was more 
than an Appearance of fome pious Fraud in this Affair, which} 
fhould, by my Silence, have contributed to the maintaining of, 
when I was required to {peak my Knowledg of ir. 

And though God had many Holy, Righteous, Gracious Ends to 
ferve his Providence by, in the Publication of this Book; as, to 
render the Murder of fo good a King more abhorred; toawaken 
many to Repentance who had contributed to it, (as [ have heard ic 
did) to difpofe the Nation torecal, and wich Acclamations of Joy 
to receive the returning Royal Family, and many more. Yet as [ 
find it expreft in this very Book, Chap. the laft, pag. 262. of the Firft 
Editions God's wife Providence (we ‘know ) oft permits many Events, 
which his revealed Word (the only clear, fafe and fixed Rule of good Afti- 
ons, and good Confciences) in no [ort approves. And I confefs, I have 
many cogent Reafons to perfwade me, that God was not well plea- 
fed with Dr. Gauden, others, or my felf, for what we contributed to 
it.

Sentiments; ‘tis at this diftance of time (being more than 4 3 Years) 
of no great Confequence, whether ic were fo, orfo; I am fare, 
not of any equal concern to any Body toknowit, asitis to me, 
When put upon it to difcover it; for it wouldinvolve me in fome 
Guilt to refufeit, in fuch Circumt{tances, which I cannot fee the dan- 
ger of to other Men, wholly Strangers to the Affair, how different 
foever their Opinions be, if they donot malicioufly flander them 
who cannot be of their Minds, till they be co&vinced by ftronger 
Arguments than thofe upon which my Perfwafion is grounded; 
which I concifely will here re-capitulate (tho I entreat the Reader 
to review the two Firft Seétions.)
